SOME OBJECTIONS AN SW E B E D. 
The Manitowoc Pilot, democratic, edi­ 
ted by John Nagle, a man of strong in­ 
dependence aud of much practical learn­ 
ing, is doiDg muoh to expound the Ben 
nett law to the people «f this state. 
While Mr. Nagle is a democrat, he is not 
hide-boucd nor moss-back, neither is 
he so sirens a partisan that he loses 
the broad patriotism which rightfully 
belongs to every American citizen. He 
bas been b constant and able defender of 
the new law-which pro tides that in all 
schools certain branches of learning shall 
be taught in English, which means that 
all children, born of foreign parents, and 
attending parochial schools, shall have 
such advantages as shall put them on the 
right traok leading to a practical educa­ 
tion. 
I d a recent issue 
of the Pilot. Mr. 
Nagle summarizes the arguments on the 
Bennett law to shew how groundless are 
the fears that it prohibits anything bat 
the exclusion of English education of a 
child. The seven points he makes are 
these: — 
(I.) The Bennett law does not pro­ 
hibit the teaching of German or any 
other language in any cchool, parochial 
or public. 
(2 ) It does not require that the paro­ 
chial or any private school shall teaoh 
English. They are just as free to ex­ 
clude that iangupqe now as they were 
before the exactment of the law. 
(3) It does not require that for twelve 
weeks of sr sh ycr.r children between the 
ages of 7 and 14 shall receive instruction 
in English in rjrts’u enumerated branch­ 
es. and the child is. free ty attend any 
school, private, 
public or parochial, 
which gives this instruction. 
(4 ) During these twelve weeks Ger­ 
man is not netrsseiily exoladed no more 
than it is incumbent that Unitsd States 
history be to the child of 7. 
(5.) lf the parochial or private aohool 
does not obocee to teach English as a 
part of its rnstruction for twelve weeks 
of the forty it is ordinarily in session 
each year, it is not compelled by the 
Bennett law to do so. In snob an event 
the law aakB that the child attend some 
other eohool in whioh instruction in 
English may be bad twelve weeks in each 
yeer. It dees not inteifere with the 
school which 
denies this instruction 
further than to provide for the wants of 
the pnpi's which the private or parochial 
school neglects. It is not an mterfer- 
ference with the echcol; it simply does 
justice to the ohild. 
(6.) The status of no parochial or pri­ 
vate schools is in any way disturbed. If 
it teaches English in certain branches for 
three months, not necessarily to the ex­ 
clusion of other languages, it has all the 
recognition accorded a public school, 
which must teaoh English for six months. 
(7.) The Bennett law has no provision 
whereby inquiry can be made whether 
English is taught at all in private or pa 
rocbial schools or not, so, as a matter of 
fact, English may be wholly excluded 
and still the constant attendance of pa 
pals at such schools for the entire year 
omnot be hindered. Of course this is a 
defect, whioh the advocates of the Ben­ 
nett law desire to have remedied. 
A short time ago the Gazette called at 
tootion the fact that there were parochial 
schools in Jefferson county in whiobnot 
a we rd of English bad been tanght for 
at 
least; twenty-five 
years, and

la jguage. Mr. Nagle was oonnty su ­ 
perintendent of the schools for many 
years in Manitowoc, and this position 
gave bim an opportunity to know some­ 
thing of the management of parochial 
schools in his county* He states upon ? 
thorough knowledge of the facts, that 
there are many people born in Manito­ 
woc connty who have reached the age of 
manhood and womanhood who are un­ 
able to speak English. They have been 
laugh! in the parochial rsohools of the 
county where the English language was 
never used. 
This is a condition of things that de­ 
mands tho attention of the public, and 
it loudly calls tor a remedy. 
Every 
American citizen will admit that it is a 
very bad system of education which 
keeps from a child the language of the 
country in which it expects to spend a 
life time. It is nothing less than an out­ 
rage on the ohild. And every American 
oitizewvill also admit that a boy who 
grows up to manhood in *h a c ountry 'o 
tally ignorant of the English language, 
cannot become useful to himself, or use­ 
ful as a citizen. 
He becomes nothing 
but a blank.

Fearless of Coos bay, Capt James Hill 
commanding, ran upon North Spite at the 
mouth of Umpqua river Tuesday evening, 
and soon went to pieces, not one of the 
crew or passengers escaping. 
Sho was on her return trip from Astoria, 
where she had to take a lot of Chinamen 
lately discharged from the canneries on 
Coos bay. 
At 3 p. rn. Tuesday she was 
seen steaming down the coast, just outside 
of the breakers, which were running very 
high. 
At 6 o’clock her whistle was heard 
off the mouth of Umpqua river. 
Before 7 
she gave three sharp whistles. 
This was 
the last heard of her until next morning, 
when her pilot house, with the end stove 
in, a small boat, one side of her hull, and 
numerous small pieces of wreckage were 
discovered coming up the river with the 
tide. 
Tho steamer Juno at once steamed down 
to the mouth of the river and put a 
searching party ashore. 
The beach was 
patrolled for miles, but no bodies were 
discovered. 
Other 
parties who came 
down the coast from the north reported 
that they had seen no bodies in that direc­ 
tion. 
The general impression of sea­ 
faring men is that the tug had sprung a 
leak, and that the captain, in attempting 
to get into tho river in order to save the 
lives of those on board, had either mis­ 
calculated his position, or had been blown 
out of his course by the heavy wind pre­ 
vailing at the time. 
From ten to fifteen souls aro said ’to 
havo been lost. 
The Fearless was not gen­ 
erally considered 
seaworthy. 
She was 
built at Boos bay about seventeen years 
ago, and was owned by Simpson & Co. 


TIVO K ILLER AND SIX BURT. 


An Explosion of N atural Gas W recks a 
Dwelling a t B raddock, Ta. 
B rad d o ck , Pa., Nov, 23.—A two-story 
brick dwelling on Robinson street, 
was 
blown to pieces at l l o’clock this morning 
by an explosion of natural gas. 
Two per­ 
sons were fatally burned and six others 
seriously injured. 
Tho accident was 
caused by a leak in the main. 
The leak­ 
age was discovered last night and this 
morning Charles Householder, an employe 
of the gas company, was sent to repair 
tao trouble. 
He descended into tho base­ 
ment at the hour named and almost im­ 
mediately there was a terrific explosion. 
At the time there were in the house 
Peter Kelsh, wife and 6ix children, be­ 
sides Householder. 
The foundation up­ 
heaved and the sides and fronts of the 
building entirely collapsed. 
Mrs. 
Kelsh, 
who was sick, was thrown into the street 
and fatally injured. 
Her 3-days-old babe 
was not hurt. 
Householder was fright­ 
fully burned from his head to his feet and 
will die. 
Peter Kelsh and five children, 
ranging in age from 3 to l l years, were 
thrown into tho street or buried in the 
debris. 
All were seriously injured, but 
will recover. 


REVOLUTION IN

RICA 


President Esquivel Ousted Ftom Power 
and Succeeded by D r. C arlos D uran. 
New Y ork, Nov. 23.—A letter from 
San Jose, Costa Rica, brings word that on 
the 7th inst. the Rodriguista element, 
having obtained control of the police, sum­ 
marily discharged a number of men known 
to be Esqulvalists. 
The latter marched off 
good humoredly, taking their official de­ 
capitation in a philosophical way, but one 
of them in passing near the Central Char- 
tel gave vent to his feelings in a last 
"Viau Esquivel!” 
This was at once seized 
upon by the Rodrigustas as a pretext for 
action.

Prominent Rodriguista merchants 
distributed brand new arms to all who 
came. 
There was firing all night, with a 
loss of life of only four, and four wound­ 
ed.

Carlos Duran is acting 
president of Costa Rica, and Don Ricardo

The leaders 
of 
the opposition party 
will be sent out of the country—given 
foreign missions.

riguez will step quietly into power, and 
Don Ascension Asquivel will accept his 
defeat quietly. 
Scene In th e G erm an R eichstag. 
B e ru n , Nov. 23.—There”was a remark­ 
able scene in the Reichstag Friday. 
Dur - 
ing debate on the budget of tho ministry 
of foreign affairs Herr Richter, the literal 
leader, referred to tho reports of the in - 
fluenco of Count Walderseo with the Em­ 
peror and amid many indications of disap­ 
probation from the members, insisted upon 
knowing what truth there was in these re­ 
ports. 
Amid great excitement Count 
Herbert Bismarck arose, and turning to 
Herr Richter, declared the question was 
insulting to the army and the throne. The 
Emperor, he said, directed foreign affairs, 
consulting those only who were appointed 
to advise his majesty. 


B razil P ensions to Be Paid. 
R io de J a n e iro , Nov. 23.—All the pen­ 
sions granted by the imperial government 
have been confirmed by the provisional 
government and an order has been issued 
that they be paid out of the revenues. 
A 
decree will be issued shortly making nu­ 
merous changes in the personnel of tno 
government 
officeholders. 
The greater 
number of officials who served under the 
Emperor have announced their allegiance 
to tho new government. 


T urkey R eady to Give Up A rm enia. 
O dessa, Nov. 
23.—It is reported in 
official circles that secret negotiations 
havo been opened for the cession of a por­ 
tion of Turkish Armenia to Russia in 
return for the cancelling of tho Turkish 
war indemnity. 


C abinet C risis in U ruguay. 
M o n tev id eo , Nov. 23.—Tho members 
of the ministry have tendered their resig­ 
nations.

W ashington, Nor. 23.—The Republic 
of Brazil has been regularly recognized by 
the government of the United States, and 
the credentials of its envoys, both special 
and regular, received by Secretary Blaine. 
There are at present four different Brazil­ 
ian missions in Washington. 
The regular 
legation headed by the minister pleni­ 
potentiary; the special mission sent hero 
to negotiate a treaty of commerce; the 
delegation to the pan-American congress 
and the delegation to the international 
maritime 
conference. 
Mr. Valenti is 
minister plenipotentiary, the head of the 
regular legation. 
The special commission 
to negotiate the treaty is composed of Mr. 
Valenti, Dr. Mendonca and Counselor 
Lafayette Rodrigues Pereira. 
The same three gentlemen form the 
delegation to the pan-American congress. 
These three gentlemen have had their 
various commissions renewed and con­ 
firmed by cable from Bocayuila, secretary 
of foreign affairs in the new provisional 
government of Brazil. Counselor Rodriguez 
has not accepted his new commission. 
He 
informed Mr. Blaine to-day that he would 
not serve the republic in the capacity in 
which he served the empire, and on Mon­ 
day he will make a similar communication 
to the pan-American congress. But Valenti 
and Mendonca have accepted the confirma­ 
tion of their commissions, and having 
presented their new credentials to Secre­ 
tary Blaine, they have resumed work in 
the various capacities in which they came to 
Washington. 
The action of Counselor 
Rodriques will not interrupt the diplomatic 
business of Brazil in Washington. 
The 
proposed treaty will be in continuance 
of the work of the pan-American con­ 
gress.

Brotherhood’s 
Answer 
League’s Address, 
Cin cinnati, Ohio, Nov. 2 3 .—The reply 
of the players’ league to the address issued 
by the old league Thursday has been given 
to the press. 
It was prepared by John M. 
Ward, William Ewing and George An­ 
drews, and characterizes the address of 
the magnates os replete with misstate­ 
ments, and hints at wilful abuse of the 
truth. Particular attention is called to the 
“reserve rule” controversy and the asser­ 
tion of the league’s committee that players 
have never been transferred without their 
Consent. 
The document begins as follows: 
“ If anything further were necessary to 
show tho desperate state of mind into 
which the old league magnates have fallen 
this last appeal to tho public has furnish­ 
ed it. 
In its statement of facts it is the 
weakest, and in its misstatements the 
strongest of any yet isssed. 
After claim­ 
ing credit for things with which they in­ 
dividually have had absolutely nothing to 
do, they launch forth on a sea of assertion 
compared to which the so-called “glitter­ 
ing generalities” of the brotherhood are a 
mepe mill pond. 
“ The assertion that the new league pro­ 
poses to transfer players without their 
consent is either a mistake or a willful 
misstatement, and when the term of ids 
contract has expired he is at perfect lib­ 
erty again to go where he will, and noth­ 
ing in the constitution of the new league, 
or in his contract, attempts to deprive him 
of this right. 
It is no simplo task to or­ 
ganize a new league. 
We could not post­ 
pone action until fall, when we would all 
be separated and powerless to act together, 
because in such a condition the league 
would have laughed at us. 
We tried to 
meet the league, but they refused, where­ 
upon, and not till then, we decided to look 
elsewhere for employment. 
“ As for the effect of this movement 
upon the game the public need not fear. 
The men interested are the very ones 
most vitally concerned in the game’s 
future, and they will do nothing to injure 
it in anv way.

Mr. Forrest, just after court opened, said 
that one of his witnesses had been subpoe­ 
naed, but as he was ill in bed he wanted 
the court to allow a deposition to be taken. 
Judge McConnell took the matter under 
advisement. 
Mrs. Hoertel, who told the sensational 
story about seeing Dr. Cronin go into the 
Carlson cottage and hearing some one 
exclaim, “Oh, God!” “ Oh, Jesus'.” was 
called by Mr. Forrest, who sought to get 
from the witness that the new lock of her 
front door was not put on until attar May 
4, and consequently her husband could 
not have locked her out that night as she 
claimed. 
Mrs. Hoertel, however, in her 
honest broken English speech said that she 
didn’t know whether there was a lock 
there on May 4 or not.

If you ask any one which is the high­ 
est mountain in the United States east 
of tho Rocky Mountains, the reply will 
be, 
“Mount Washington, 
in New 
Hampshire.” 
Now, 
according 
to 
Golden Days, this is giving credit 
where credit is not due. 
If you will look at your atlas you 
will see that the Appalachian chain of 
mountains, which 
divides 
North 
Carolina and Tennessee. 
The aver­ 
age height of this chain exceeds 5,000 
feet, and the highest peaks are in 
North Carolina. 
Mount Washington is 6,285 feet, 
above tho of the sea level, butin North 
Carolina there are fourteen mountains 
of greater attitude. 
Their names and 
heights are as follows: Mount Mitchell, 
6,717 feet; Guyot’s Peak, or Balsam 
Cono, 6,671; Clingham’s Dome, 6,600; 
Sandy Knob, 6,512; Hairy Bear, 6,567; 
Cat Tail Peak, 6,595; Gibbe’s Peak, 
6,580; Mount Alexander, 6,477; Sugar 
Loaf, 6,401; Potato Top, 6,393; Black 
Knob, 6,537; Mount Henry, 
6,373; 
Bowler’s Pyramid, 6,346; Roan Moun­ 
tain, 6,318. These are the measure­ 
ments of Professors Guyot and Mitchell, 
with the latest corrections by J. A. 
Holmes, of the State geological depart­ 
ment. 
The monarch of eastern mountains, 
it will bo seen, i9 Mount Mitchell, 
which is 432 feet higher than Mount 
Washington. 
It was named after 
Professor Elisha Mitchell, a native of 
Conneticut and a graduate of Yale 
jJollefco.
